Matt. G.- Reynolds, former Circuit 
Judge and more recently President of 
the Police Board, was appointed 
Wednesday by Judges Dyer and Mc- 
Pherson of the United States Circuit 
Court as receiver for the publishing, 
realty and banking enterprises of id- 
ward G. Lewis, capitalized at a total 
$6,000,000. 

Judge McPherson read the amend- 
ed order of the court substituting 
Reynolds for the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., first. named as’ receiver. 

In a verbal statement accompany- 
ing the order Judge McPherson said 
that the trust company, which was 
appointed receiver at the time the 
original order was issued, July 20, 
had declined the appointment, ‘“‘ad- 
vancing reasons satisfactory to it- 
self.” , 

The company’s decision was reached, 
it has been stated, after its attorneys 
had investigated the question of the 
court's jurisdiction in appointing a re- 
ceiver.

High Temperature Uniform for 
Extended Period Over Large 
Portion of Country. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.~—Not in the 
past 4) years have temperatures in the 
United States during the latter part of 
spring and in the early summer been so 
uniformly high for so long a period and 
over such a large pertion of the country 
as this year, ac cording to Weather Bu- 
reau officials. 

The high temperatures were most pro- 
nourecd over the more. central and 
northern portions of the country, while 
the Southern States were comparative- 
ty exempt from unusual temperature. 

The heat occurring over the more 
pepulous sections caused gréat suffer- 
ing in the congested cities, and. caused 
the loss of probably thousands of lives. 

Lack of rainfall over the great ag- 
ricultural districts during much of tne 
long heated term greatly retarded vege- 
tuble growth and threatened a serious 
curtailment of crop productioh.. Oppo:- 
tune rains, however, with cooler weata- 
er. greatly improved conditions, and the 
outlook at the present time is favorable 
‘or the gathering of the usual harvests 
in most of the great staples. 

The period of greatest discomfort was 
from June 22 to-Jyly 10. .Higher tem- 
peratures occurred at other periods over 
but the resulting 
discomfort-and loss of human life Were 
doubtless augmented in the period just 
passed by the fact that the most in- 
tense heat occurred toward the close of 
a long heated period, when a Arges:

The colonists pleaded guilty when ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Robertson 
and each was fined $4 and costs,’ with 
the exception of Fred Steinline an ice 
cream merchant, who was directed to 
pay a fine of $8 and costs. They ail 
refused to pay their fines. 

In addition to Sinclair and Steinline 
the believers in Henry George’s theories 
who spent the night and will spend 
part of today in prison, are Prof. J. H.

Scientists Declare Experiment Is 
of Great Value to Medical 
Profession.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2=The official 
obituary of thé dog. Which had both 
kidneys removed and one of them re- 
planted in the interests of science, is 
published in the August number. of the 
Journal of Experimental Medigine, by 
Dr. Alexis Carrell of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, The dog 
lived two years and five months, raised 
two litters of pups, and died from 
causes in no way related to the mo- 


mentous operation to which it was sub- 
jected to prove the possibility of re- 
planting and grafting vital ofgaris. 
The first experiment was made Feb. 
6, 1908. The dog was put under an an- 
esthetic at 10:12 a. m. and the left kid- 
ney was taken out and dissected. The 


lution injected in the venal artery, and 
immersed in the solution until the sur- 
gseons were ready to replace it at the 
ond of 60 minutes. 


At 4 o’clock that afternoon the dog/ 


was able to walk and drink. The next 
day the animal appesred to be in nor- 
mal condition. Thirteen days later the 
dog’s right kidney was extirpated, bur 
the organic functions were performed 
yesterday by the remaining kidney 
which had been taken out and replaced. 

The dog continued to live In comfort 
under the surgeon’s eyes. In March, 
1902, she mothered 11 puppies and in 
December, 1909, she had three more. 
The following May Wr. Carrell exam- 
ined her again and found her in exceli- 
lent condition. x 

An intestinal obstruction suddenly ap- 
peared in July, 1910, and the dog died. 

Dr. Carrell also records the success- | 
ful patching of the abdominal aorta 
of a dog with a plece of rubber, result- 
ing in. the complete regeneration of the 
extirpated tissue by the adjacent parts 
The caliber of the aorta 
examined 15 months after the experl- 
ment had not been modified and - the 
function had not been impaired.

seventh of the registered St. Louls vote 
of 180,878 turning out. 3 

Kansas City also gave a majority for 
the bond issue. The vote there Was 
10,016 for and 713 against. 

In the State opposition centered in 
Howell County, the. home of Judge 
Evans and Col. Jay L. Torrey, the bit- 
terest enemies of Gov. Hadley in his 
advocacy of the proposition. West 
Plains, the unty seat, gave 1195, 
agairst and 348 for the issue. 

The southern counties were general- 
ly the ones that opposed the measure. 
Oregon, Douglas, Stone, St. Genevieve 
and Pettis counties all piled’ up major- 
ities against it. Sedalia’s old-time ri- 
valry for the site of the capitol is prob- 
ably responsible for the Pettis County 
result. 

Interest Bonds Will Draw... 

The bond proposition provides for the 
issuance of bonds for $3,500,000 payable 
in 18 years. These bonds will draw in- 
terest of 3% per cent annually, to be 
paid semi-annually. At its option the 
State may redeem the bonds in eight 
years. 

The bonds will be marketed by the 
State Board of Fund Commissioners and 
will be sold at the highest available 
price, but not below par. , 

Fund for the Building. 

The money derived from the sale uf 
the bonds will constitute a capitol fund 
which will be used for the erection of a 
new State capitol, grounds and furnish- 
ings. The capitol is not to exceed 33,- 


the grounds and furnishings. 

The new building is to be located at 
Jefferson City. Missouri granite and 
stone are to be used and all the mate- 
rials In the construction that are avail- 
able in the State must be obtained with- 
in it. The new building is expected to 
be ready for occupancy by 1916. | 

The old capitol was destroyed by fire 
Sunday night, Feb. 5, 1911, after the 


\dome was struck by lightning. 


The question of the site of a new 
capitol caused widespread discussion and 
several bids were made for it.‘ Col. Tor-

FOR A NEW MISSOURI 
CAPITOL WINS BY 4 TO 1 
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One Kidney Is Taken. Ont, 
Washed and Replaced With- 
out Serious Result. 


THE OTHER IS REMOVED 


of Great Value to Medical 
Profession. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2»-The official 
obituary of thé dog which had both 
kidneys removed and one of them re- 
planted in the interests of science, is 
published in the August number of the 
Journal of Experimental Medigine, by 
Dr. Alexis Carrell of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. The dog 
lived two years and five months, raised 
two litters of pups, and died from 
causes in no way related to the mo- 


mentous operation to which it was sub- 
jected to prové the possibility of re- 
planting and grafting vital orgaris. 

The first experiment Was made Feb. 
6, 1908. The dog was put under an an- 
esthetic at 10:12 a. m. and the left kid-. 
ney was taken out and dfssected. The 
kidney was washed With Lockyers so- 
lution injected in the venal artery, and 
immersed in the solution until the sur- 
geons were ready to replace it at rhe 
ond of 80 minutes. 

At 4 o’clock that afternoon the dog 
was able to walk and drink. The next 
day the animal appeared to be In nor- 
mal condition. Thirteen days later the 
dog’s right kidney was extirpated, bur 
the organic functions were performed 
yesterday .by the remaining kidney 
which had been taken out and replaced. 

The dog continued to live in comfort 
under the surgeon’s eyes. In March, 
1902, she mothered 11 puppies and in 
December, 1909, she had three more. 
The following May Dr. Carrell exam- 
ined her again and found her in excei- 
lent condition. 

An intestinal obstruction suddenly ap- 
peared in July, 1910, and the dog died. 

Dr. Carrell also reccrds the succéss- 
ful patching of the abdominal aorta 
of a dog with a piece of rubber, result- 
ing in. the complete regeneration of the 
extirpated tissue by the adjacent parts 
of the vessel. The caliber of the aorta 
examined 15 months after the experi- 
ment had not been modified and - the 
function had not been impaired. Dr. 
Carrell’s conclusion is that, under cer- 
tair, conditions, a foreign inert substance 
can be used in repairing the walls of a 
large artery.

In the State opposition centered in 
Howell County, the home of Judge 
Evans and Col. Jay L. Torrey, the bit- 
terest enemies of Gov. Hadley in his 
advocacy of the proposition. West 
Plains, the county seat, gave 1195, 
agairst and 348 for the issue. 

Thée southern counties were general- 
ly the ones that opposed the measure. 
Oregon, Douglas, Stone, St. Genevieve 
and Pettis counties all piled’ up mafsor- 
ities against it.

Interest Bonds Will Draw... 

The bond proposition provides for the 
issuance of bonds for §$3,500,000 payable 
in 18 years.

BATTLE AT WATERFRONT 


Efforts of Diplomats to Promote 
Three-Day . Truce for 
Conference Fail. 


By Associated Press. 

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 2.— 
President Simon is preparing to leave 
the city. Mme. Simon, their children 
and many of the President’s follow- 
ers have already embarked on the 17 
Decembfe and ‘will transship to the 
Atlas Line steamer Allemania as soon 
as she arrives: The revolutionists 
have cut the mains and shut off the 
city’s water supply. Followers of 
Gen. Firmin, one of the revolution-- 
ary leaders, occupy all the important 
positions in the capital. 

A committee of safety has been or- 
ganized to maintain order. ‘The pop- 
ulace is greatly excited. Chief of Po- 
lice Saint Lo, with an escort of po- 
lice attempted to board a steamer at 
the wharf, when the party was attacked 
by a mob. 


Battle at Waterfront. 
Five persons were killed and six oth- 


ers wounded in the fighting on the wa- 
ter front. The firing continued after 
Saint Lo and his escort managed to em- 
bark. 

The ministers of the United States, 
Germany and France notified Presi- 
dent Simon that they assume _re- 
sponsibility for the refusal of the 
National. Bank of Haiti to turn over 
any Government funds. to the Simon-}. 
administration, which is considered 
as ‘having fallen. 

The committee of foreign . diplomats 
who visited the revolutionary camp 
for the purpose of arranging a ‘truce 
have returned, shaving arranged a 
threeday truce. 

When the ministers decided that 
President Simon’s cause was: hope- 
less and that if he continued to defy 
the enemy, the occupation of the 
capital was almost certain to be fol- 
lowed by lawlessness and pillage, in 
which foreign interests might suffer, 
they urged Simon to resign. This ha 
said he would do if a truce of three 
days in which the security of the city 
could be arranged was agreed on. 

Diplomats Make Offer. 

The diplomats undertook to nego- 
tiate this truce. While American 
Minister Furniss’ remained here to 
help control the disorderly element, 
the French and British ministers 
went to Petionville and. the German 
and Cuban ministers to Croix des 
Bouquets, the two camps of the rev-.

They re- 
minded the diplomats of the summary 
execution recently, by President Simon’s 
order, of . political suspects and de- 
nounced the Government as a-band of 
assassins. They demanded that Simon 
leave, the capital at once, on receipt of 
their answer, threatening that otherwise 
they would attack the city without fur- 
ther_delay. — 

Warships Would Interfere. 

The diplomat’ thereupon warned 
the revolutionists that disorders with- 
in the capital would be suppressed, 
if necessary, by the American, British 
and German forces on the scene.
